8 
"THERE never was an ingenious Perſon, 
or a Philoſopher, that was not a mighty 

Joker. It is a Figure in Rhetorick; ſo that no 
Man can ſpeak perfectly, that has no Irony. 
It is a Part of Ethicks and Morality ; face. 
tiouſneſs is one of the Homiletick, or Con. 


ver ſation - Virtues, under the Head of Urba- 


nity. It is a Branch of Logick, which is 
the Faculty of Reaſoning; all Rules, Moods 
and Figures of Logick are only to make 
you ſee readily the Joke of another, and to 
puſh your own ; if it has two Handles, it is 
a Dilemma, a String of Jokes is 4 Sorites : 
And he who has not a ſimple Theme, that

So that no Man can think perfectly without

HAPPINESs is the End of Man; one 


1 Branch of Happineſs is wiſe Mirth; as who 


khinks himſelf a Fool ? Therefore Jocoſeneſs 
is Nature, and of the Eſſence of Humanity. 
Ariſtotle defines Man by his Riſibility, that 


is, by his being capable of Laughing, which 


other Creatures are not: And that Jeſting 
is eſſential to Nature, is plain by this, he 
that condemns Joking is a Joke to ſomebody; 


and the beſt Joke in the World is always | 
the Graveſt. Some look as judicious and || 

important in their Diſlike of a Jeſt, as oy 
. y | Aſs 
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Aſs with a Thiſtle in his Mouth, or a blind 
Horſe, conſidering which Way. to take; or 
an Owl in Day-Light, taking a Rabbit for

Tu Principle and Employment of a 
reaſonable Creature is the Love and the 
Search of Truth; what we call Ridicule, 
Burleſque, or the like, is © a Search into the 
Truth, Juſtneſs and Value of Things and 
Perſons by comparing them with them 
ſelves, or others, in the like, or diverſe 
Circumſtances; this is call'd Similitude, 
Compariſon, Antitheſis, Contraſt, or Tra- 
veſti. Wit and Ridicule are two Qualities 
of it; when the Compariſon is turn d pn a 
Point agreeably ſurpriſing, it is witty; when 
agreeably ſurpriſing with ſome Contempt 
(ariſing from the Thing fo compar'd) it is 
Ridicule, Burleſque, or Irony: When the 
Image offer d under that Compariſon does 
not create that Contempt, it is not ridicu- 
lous; as When it does, it muſt be ſo, and 
make ſome laugh: For who can help it, or 
whole Fault is it, if ſome Things muſt be, 
and are ridiculous? If you call this trying 
Experiments, and tampering with Wiſdom, 
What is any Manner of ſearching Truth, but 
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e290} A Tam- 
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Pawpering, and Experiment? And if the 
dulce recommends the utile, and the pleaſant- 


eſt Manner of examining the Truth of 
Things be the beſt, Burleſque is the Height 
of - Senſe, Virtue and Philoſophy : Be it 
remember'd that Rattles of certain Sounds 
were invented by a Philoſopher, a famous 
Mathematician of Tarentum, of the Sect of 
Pythagoras, mentioned by Horace. 
I is alleg'd by ſome, that Religion is 
not to be treated in this Manner. True, 
but the unreaſonable Paſſions of Men, blend- 
ed with Religion, as they commonly are, 
more or leſs, are ridiculous, and therefore 
to be banter'd heartily ; this is not Drolling 
upon Religion, but on what falſly pretends to, 
be ſo, is joyn'd with it, and is a real Detri- 
ment and Diſgrace to true Religion, which 
Burleſque ſeparates from it; as a Doctor 
cuts off an Excreſcence, Burleſque cuts off 
the Excreſcences of the Doctors, and brings 
them to Health and Reaſon. 
WAN can be a greater Burleſque on 
Divinity, than for a Doctor not to ſee the 
Foundation of Ridicule in many Texts of 
his own Bible 
IT x x Fathers are full of Ridicule at the 
Heathen Gods and Religion; and indeed all 
witty Men of all Religions banter thoſe of 
others, ſo that Burleſque is ſo far from being 
out of the Pale of Religion, that all Religi- 
das in the World practiſe it. The Fa-

thers have borrow'd ſeveral Jokes from 
heathen Writers, as Lucian, Oenomaus, Eue- 
merus, and others, againſt them, as the Pa- 
gans banter'd one another. Socrates Was 
the greateſt Baffoon upon Earth, and almoſt 
always ſpoke about Truth, Wiſdom, Mora- 
lity and Religion, in Burleſque; there never 
was a better Companion; and if his Heart 
had not been extreamly merry, his Terma- 
gant Nantippe would have broke that, as 
well as his Head; he refreſh'd his poor 
Wits with ſaying, that if his Hen did but 
lay Eggs, he did not mind her cackling. 
The French call the Spectator the modern 
Socrates, and that is a true Teſt ; for Sir R. 
Steele had his Xartippe, and own'd in his 
Writings, he belong'd to the firſt Regiment 
of Heck och & £0 ent 20G hn wh 
Tu Greeks were always burleſquing 
one another, hence, as merry as a Greek, was 
a Proverb :. Epicurus, Ennias, Lucretias, Tully, 
derided the Religion of others ſeverely; all 
Profeſſions to this Day agree in one Creed, 
Which is to laugh at one another: Biſhops, 
Doctors, Teachers, Preachers, Univerſities, 
Converſations, Controverſies, Books, Quack- 
Bills, from Pope Leo to Poor Robin, are full 
of Banter. There is a Book call'd — 
two Thirds of which are the Jokes of Ec- 
cleſiaſticks: Pope Leo told a Gentleman

Bis HO Srillipgfleerbanter'd the Writ- 
ings of Biſhop Beverege; Biſhop Spret ridi- 
cul'd Sorbier?'s Travels into Exgland in a fa- 
mous Piece. Biſhop Burner abounds with 
Burleſque in his Characters and Reflections, 

particularly he ſays of Parker, à Brother, 
chat ĩt was a Lampoon on the World, that 
ble was a Biſhop. Biſhop Arrerbiry was fa- 
mous for Burleſque; he turn'd the 1hſplons 
and Achitophel of Dryden into Lain, and in 
bis Books about the Convocation, and other 
Diſputes, he bantets in every Page. Biſhop 
Lalaßſom ridicules the Papiſts, and"talks of 
r 04 L 
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@ convenient Gravity in ſome, that ought to 


be laugh'd at: Who is more banter'd than 


the Pope by other Profeſſions, and yet who 
would be thought a higher, or graver 
Churchman ? Dr. Swift calls him the Whore 
of Babylon in a red Petty-Coat, deliver'd into 
the ſecular Hands of the Mobile. 
Ar Religions ſtrive to get the Laugh 
on their Side, and are only afraid of having 
the Laugh againſt them; becauſe ſome 
could not get the Laugh, others have been 
; proſecuted for Laughing at them. Biſhop 
Sheldon was an eminent Droll in his Talk. 
Dr. Hickes, a very pious Man, is remarkable 
for his Banter; there were two Iter Boreales 
written, in Drollery, on a Journey to the 
North; one by Biſhop Corbet, another by 
Dr. Wild, a famous diſſenting Teacher. 
Mtr. COLLIER in his Writings calls 


Dr. Payne's Praiſe of Queen Mary, Phillis and 


Chloris, and Gillian of Croydon , fit to be ſung 
at a Wedding, rather than ſaid ata Fune- 
ral, with a Hey down derry, or like the fair 
Maid of Rent: He Stiles it, the Mhite- Chapel

Fables are celebrated: Thouſands of pontifi- 


cal Inſtances of Waggery might be produc d. 
As we go lower to Deans and Archdea- 
cons, Vicars and Curates, we ſhall find 
e each has his Joke, and is one, down to the 
Grave - Digger. Dean Sherlock has banter'd 


Dr. South about the Trinity, and Dr. South 


has ridicul'd Dean Sherlock more profuſely; 
he dedicated a Book to the Dean's Admirers, 
and himſelf the greateſt of them; he com-

Pyn ſufferd before 
for a Book againſt it call'd. Hiſtrio- Maſtiæ, 
and the Book of Sports, it is notorious, 
was publiſh'd, under King Charles I, for 
Diverſions on Sundays, to banter the Puritans, 
with the Direction of Biſhop Laud: A Cler- 
gyman obſerv'd, that, becauſe King William 
never went to the Play-Hoaſe, he could not 
be a true Friend to the Church: Dr. Tray 
wrote a Tragedy; and many Plays have 
been written by Divines, in ſeveral Langua- 
ges. Cardinal Richlien never forgave Corneil- 
e, the French Poet, for excelling him in a 
Play: And at Rome, and all over Itah, the Ec- 

cleſiaſticks frequent the Operas.
